Sec. 2. “ Any clerk or other person v 
shall record on file any such applicati 
orundertake to issue a certificate of natu 
ization to any person, so hereafter apply 
shal! be liable to a fine of ten dollars 
costs of prosecution, to be recovered by 
plaint before any Justice of the Peace, or 
lice Court in the County where the offen 
commitced.”

‘They are co- 
ing the largest business, 1n their ijine, of any 
house in the western country, and specimens 
of their work are to be seen in most of the 
public houses, Daguerreotype Saloons, and 
private residences in the city.
